Only 24 percent were engaged chiefly in farm wagework. Of these, 
367,000 were year-round ^workers, who were the nfost fully employed and 
highest pai'd, averaging 306^aays*of farm wagework and earning $4, 358. 
About 52 percent (primarily housewi*ves and students) were, not in tffe 
labor force most ot the year. About 184,000 (7 percent) oft the total 
were* d.pmestxc migratory workers> This was an .increase of.

lOTRODUCTION * 1 ' 

This report presents information c^i ^he size and' composition of * the 1972 
hired farm working force (HFWF) and. on Che employment and cash earnings* from 
«arm and nonfarm wagework obtained during the year/ 'Brief hig^hlights point up 
some of the most ^ pert inent facts from the .detailed data in'tfhe st'rftisticai^ 
tables. The data were obtained from the annual survey conducted , for titk 
Economic Research Service by the Bureau of • the Census /as a sup p 1 erne nta^r|^ part' 
h' of the regular Current Population Survey made in December 1972.. r 

Estimates in this^report are based* an sample data; thus, they ar^ subject 
to sampling variability. They may differ somewhat *from the results that would 
I have been obtained from another sampl^, or. frotn' a* complete censussusi-ng the 
same schedules, instructi^nsy and interviewers. The 'silrvey coverage .find 
reliability^of the estimates are discussed in appendix Definitions or 
explanations of terms used in this report are given in appendix;

^ workers in 1971 and continues the. increase in farm wageworkers which began

The increase stems from^ several factors^^ including a yea*r of overall hfgh . 
production levels^ with ttspecially significant increases in oil, sugar, aisj^ ^ 
cotton crops,, and the number of cattle on feed; knd significant increases in 
* §arm expc^tts *and in farm prices. Tftese developments tended to create the need 
for more labor as well as an opt irmistic ^outlook among many farmers for the 
coming year causing them not only to employ the extra labor needed in 1972,- 
^hut also to try to stabilize their work for.ce in preparation for 1973. ' *

About 7 percen^ did some farm wagewdrk outside their ^hdme counties. These, 
considered domestic migratory workers, numbered 12,000 more 'than in 1971 
but were about the same proportion of the total hired farni working force.

72 percent lived in nonfarm place? at, the time of the survey, aJ.t%hough 
some of thjem lived on 'farms at some time during the year. Figure 1 shows 
bhe contrast between the current "ffltuation ,and that in the late forties • 
with respect .to*residence. 

4i^percent lived in the Southland 8 percent in the Northeastern States, 26 
percent werfe in the North Central States, and '25 per<:ent were in Ithe West. 
Compared with 1971, these proportions represented a 3-percent d^jcxease in 
th^ South, ^ a 3-percent increase in the West, a 1-percent decrease in the 
Norttieast, ^nd a 1-percent increase dn tie* North Central.

As a group, hired farmworkers earngd about $13.20 a .day in cash wages 
f^om their farm wagWork* in X^l. For. a'n ave'rage of 88 days of such work, 
they earned $1, 16Q,. (ThrougKo'ut" this ^report, * daily and yearly earning^ refer 
only to the cash W^es received *by workers *and do not ^include the value of 
perquisites ifer fringe* benefits furnished by the employer.) 

Yekrlyand dai^y earnings irr 1972 from Wagework increased from 1971 

, in all regions,, \flth the largest increase oc^rring in the West (up $36*^.; 
• to $l,66i and $2.50 tb $16».85, respectively). Days worked Also increaseit in

Great variation among major gtpiips in the averse number of days of ] 
employment ancj related daily and yearly earnings from farm wagework continties^ 
to be a major feature of the^HFWF. In 1972, 1.1 million casuals averaged 9 ' 
days of work and ea'rned an 'average of $10.45 a day frofe farmwork. ^

Nonmig^atory casuals averaged $10. 3^5 a day; migratory casuals $10*00 a day. 

In* 1972, 1.7 million noncasual workers averaged 141 days and earned 
^ $1,877. 14any of^fthe noncasual -workers a^e ncit in the labor force or .they do 
work other than farm wagework most of the year. Figure 3 shows that there has 
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been a slight change since 19^0 in the proportions of those groups of jl^- » 
casuals whose chdef^ activity is farm wagework, utieraployfed, and not in the 
labor force a major part of the year.

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APPENDIX A 
SOURCE ANb.RELI^ILITY OF THE ESTIMATES 



Source of data > — The estimates in this report are based on data obtained 
in December 1972 through supplementary questions in tlie Current Population 
Survey of the Bureau of the Ce-nsus. The sample is spread over 461 areas 
comprising 923 counties axt^ independent cities, with coverage in each of the 
50 States and the District of Columbia ."^ Approximately 47,000 occupied house- 
holds are designate'd for interview^ each month. Of this number, 2,000 occupied 
units, on the average, are visited out interviews are not obtained because the 
occupants are not found at home after repeated calls or are unavailable for 
some other reason. In addition to the 47,000 there are also about 8,000 sample 
units in an average month which are visited but are found to be vacant or other- 
wise not to be interviewed. ' . r 

The estimates in this report* concern persons 14 years of age or older who 
did farm wagework in 1972. These data were compiled from supplementary questions 
to the Current Population Survey aske^ of persons 14 years^of age or older who 
performed farmwork for wage^or salary during 1972, These questions concerned 
number of days of farm wagework, farm wages, migratory status, ncnfarm wagework 
and nonfarm wages, chief activity in 1972, residence, and other matters. Not 
included in tiii's report are persons performing hired farm labor during 1972 but 
who died, who entered tue Armed Forces, or who were no longer in the civilian 
noninstitutional population for other Reasons prior to the field collection. 
Also not included are foreign nationals who did farm wagework in this country* and 
returned to taeir homes before the field collection. The number of foreign 
nationals admitted declined sharply after the termination of Public Law 78 in 
December 1964, and in 1972 totaled only 12,526. U The total number of persons 
excluded from this report probably does not exceed 150,000. / 

The estimating procedure used in this survey involved the inflation of 
the weiglited sample results to give^ independent estimate*s of the" civilian non- 
institutional population of the United States by age, color and sex. These 
iajiependent estimates were h^sed on statistics from the 1970 Census of Popula- 
tion; statistics of births, deaths, immigration and emigration; and the Armed 
Forces. 

Reliability of ttie estimates . — Since the estimates are based on a sample, 
tiiey may differ somewhat from figui^s oDtained if a complete census had been 
taken using the same schedules, instructions, and enumerators. As in any 
survey work, the results are subject to errors of response and reporting as 
well as being subject to sampling variability. 

The standard error is primarily a measure of sampling variability, that 
is, of the variations that occur^ by chance -because a sample rather than the 
whole of tiie population is surveyed. As calculated for this report, the

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standard error also p-artially ^measures the effect of response and enumeration 
errors but does not measpre'any systematic biases in -the data. The chances 
are about 68 out of 100 that afi estimate /rom the sample would differ from a 
complete census figure by less thaii'-fc^g standard error. The chances are about 
95 out of 100 that the difference would be less than twice the s tandard^error. 

The figures presented in t;;ables 14-18 are approximations to the standard 
errors of various estimates shown in this r6|)ort. In order to derive standard 
errors th^t would be applicable to a wide variety . of items and could be pre- 
pared at a moderate cast, a number of approximationa were required. • As a 
result, the tables of standard errors ' provide aja indicatiou of the orde-r of 
magnitude of the standard errors rather than th^ precise ' s^tandard error for 
any specific item.

Estimated percentages**and estimated averages are computed by using sample/^ 

data for both numerator and denominator, ^e reliability of these estimates 

depends^both upon the size of the estimate>aad t];ie size of the totals upon 
•which the estjimates are based. Estimated percerftages are relatively more 

reliable than the corresponding estimates .of the numerators of the percentages, 
^particularly if fhe percentages are 50 percent or more. Table 15 contains the^ 
'standard errors of estimated percentages. Averages are subject to large 

sampling variability since* the sample estimate of an average is affected by 
^extreme estimates. If sensitive indicators are needfed, other types of 

statistics, such as meSians, should be considered. Tables 16, 17, and 18 

contain the standard errors of . estim'ated averages, 




Table 15.

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Illustration of the use of the tables of standard errors , — Table 4 of 
this report shows that 184,000 persons were migratory farm wageworkers, *Ta*ble 
14 shows the standard 6rror on ah estimate of tljis size to be approximately 
24,000. » The chances are 68 out^of 100 t,hat the estimate would have shown a ' 
figure-ydiffering from a complete census'by less than 24,000. The chances are 
95 out of 100 that the estimate would }iave shown a figure differing frdm a 
complete census by less than 48,000^ *

Of these 184,000 migratory farm wageworkers, 63,000 or 34 percent are 
from the Southern Region. ' Table 15 shows the standard error of 34 peJcAit on 
a base of 184,000 to be approximately 6.6 percent. Consequently, chances are 
-68 out of 100 that the estimated 34 percent would be within 6.6 percent of a • 
complete census figure, and chances are 95 out of 10C| that the estimate would 
be within 13.2 percent of a census figure, i.e., this 95 percent '<:onfi/Sence' 
interval would be from 20.8 to 47.2 percent. • 

Table 7 of this report shows that average annual earnings at farm wage-- 
work for migratory farm wageworkers are $1,391.* Table 17 shows the standard 
error of $1,391 on a base of 184,000 workers to be approximately $144. 
Consequently, chances are 68 d\xt of 100 t^at the estimated $1,391 would be 
within $144 of a complete ^census^ figure, and chances arp 95 out of 100 that the^ 
estimate would be within $288 of a census figure, i.e., this 95 percent 
confidence interval would be from $1,103 to $1,679.'
